Neighbors: Close tot lot

Residents living near the new 
Penguin Park tot lot asked the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night 
to restrict parking in the area and 
to consider closing the park until 
traffic safety problems can be re- 
solved. 

“If you don’t believe a kid’s 
going to be killed, take it from 
me, I’ll write it down for you,” 
said George Habib, of 3 Marwood 
Drive. Mr. Habib, whose house is 


directly across Route 133 from the 
park, favors moving the new play- 
ground equipment to another lo- 
cation. He and several neighbors 
said the park is bigger than the 
neighborhood can handle and is 
causing a traffic nightmare. 
“Why do you want Penguin 
Park in a death hole? Move it!” 
Mr. Habib told board members. 
“Somebody’s going to get 
killed. We know that,” said Bryan 
Carmody, of 30 Lowell St. 


The board took no action Mon- 
day night to close the park or to 
change the parking regulations at 
the park for now. 

Penguin Park is the new chil- 
dren’s playground at the corner of 
Lowell Street and Iceland Road. 
Volunteers, in cooperation with 
town officials, raised approxi- 
mately $40,000 to purchase the 
new swings and other playground 
equipment, then spent a weekend

Raytheon to lay off 25 workers here

Raytheon Company will lay off 
25 workers at its Advanced Device 
Center, at 362 Lowell St., a compa- 
ny spokesperson said last week. 
The layoff notices have already 
been handed out and become ef- 
fective over about a one-month pe- 
riod. 

The center, which employs 300 
people, designs and produces 


state-of-the-art integrated circuits 
for Raytheon missiles, commu- 
nication terminals and other gov- 
ernment electronic systems, 
according to Ed Powers, public re- 
lations manager for Raytheon. 


The layoffs are part of a stream- 
lining of operations in an effort to 
operate more cost effectively, the 
spokesman said. 


“Tt’s a balancing of manpower 
with work requirements,’ Mr, 
Powers said. 

The spokesman said no more 
layoffs at the facility are planned 
at this time. 

“There are none planned,’’ Mr. 
Powers said. ‘‘Raytheon’s ap- 
proach when a step like this is 
needed is to take the step all at 
once.”

in May installing it. 

A lack of parking at the site, and 
its location on Lowell Street, a busy 
section of Route 133, have created a 
dangerous traffic situation for both 
those using the park and passing 
motorists, At least three traffic acci- 
dents occurred on Lowell Street in 
front of the park in the first month it 
was open. 

Several residents have seen a vi- 
deo of a head-on collision on Route 
133, which occurred on the morning 
of June 5. A neighbor happened to be 
filming the pedestrian and vehicle 
traffic problems at the park when 
the accident occurred. 

The film shows a woman attempt- 
ing to turn into the park from the 
eastbound lane of Route 133. As she 
negotiates around a small van trying 
to pull out of Iceland Road, her car 
is slammed by a third vehicle head- 
ing westbound «= "to i007 
_ Noe" .,ao uurt in the accident, 
although both cars were heavily 


damaged. 

The video also shows mothers with 
children scampering through traffic 
across the same section of Route 133 
trying to get back and forth from 
their cars parked across the street 
on Marwood Drive. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
has seen the video. Asked his opinion 
of the film, Mr. Stapezynski said it 
was “‘just an accident.” 


Stephen Colyer, planning director, 


said last week he hoped there would 
not be any more accidents at the site 
while a solution is being sought. 


“Three (accidents) in that short 


span of time is too much,” Mr. Coly- 


er said. “So we're moving ahead on 
it as fast as we can.” 
Parking problem 

“The bottom line is it’s a bad loca- 
tion,” said Earl Efinger, of 5 Iceland 
Road. 

Mr. Efinger said he has trouble 
just backing out of his driveway.

Nobody is pointing fingers try- 
ing to pin the Penguin Park fiasco 
on any particular person at this 
point. But no single person or 
group is stepping forward to take 
the blame either. 

“We're all to blame,” Select- 
men’s Chairman Barenboim said 
Monday night. ‘‘No one expected 
this to turn out this way.” 

Town officials, members of the 
Penguin Park Steering Commit- 
tee and neighbors have all con- 
ceded that nobody asked the right 
questions. 

Asked whether the police de- 
partment ever submitted a safety 
report for Penguin Park prior to 
its construction, Police Chief 
James Johnson said Friday his 
department was never consulted. 


Who can we‘blame? 


“Tet me clear the air on that. 
We were never asked,” Chief 
Johnson said. ‘““‘We were never 
asked to make any recommenda- 
tion about the park at all.” 

“We didn’t know anything more 
about the park than what we read 
in the papers,” the chief said. 

“Probably the biggest mistake 
of all was not meeting with the 
saa and not letting the police 

ve input into the whole thing,” 
Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
Monday night. 

The planning department was 
never consulted on a site for Pen- 
guin Park either, according to 
Planning Director Stephen Coly-

The congregation is looking to re- 
locate in the Andover area because a 
majority of its members live in the 
vicinity, said Rich Maltzman, a 
spokesman for the group.

the only fines raised were those for 
third, fourth and subsequent offend- 
ers, $50 and $100 respectively. 

Now all unattended dogs on own- 
ers’ property must be kennelled, 
leashed or in some way restrained. 
Electric fences and other radio con- 
trols are considered adequate alter- 
natives to leashes and kennels, said 
Mr. Nader. This on-property, unat- 
tended restraining clause is needed 
because Mr. Nader previously 
couldn’t do anything about calls re- 
garding dogs running off their own- 
ers’ property if he didn’t see the 
animal off the premises. 
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“The way it stood, if I didn’t see 
the animal off the grounds, but I re- 
ceived calls about the animal being 
into garbage and causing trouble, I 
couldn't do a thing about it.” 

Other fine increases approved last 
week include a $25 administration 
fee, plus a $7 boarding fee for each 
day the dog is held at the Andover 
Animal Hospital, which the town 
hires as a holding facility. Previous- 
ly the fees were $15 and $3 and tax- 
payers picked up the $4 difference, 
Mr. Nader said. 

The bylaw now includes language 
that clearly defines when a dog is a

public nuisance so officials can take 
appropriate action. Frequent bark- 
ing and/or continued durations of 
barking that can be heard across 
property boundaries are now consid- 
ered public nuisances. 


Another change now requires own- 
ers of dogs that have bitten people to 
surrender the animal for a 10-day 
quarantine if the animal is in viola- 
tion of one or more of the following: 
unlicensed, unregistered or not up- 
to-date on its rabies vaccinations. 
Previously the decision was up to 
the animal inspector.

A 17-year-old student at Greater 
Lawrence Technical School, 57 Riv- 
er Road, was arrested Wednesday, 
June 13, after she allegedly as- 
saulted a teacher at the school the 
previous day.

Bill aims 
to protect 
young children 


A bill that would spare young chil- 
dren the trauma of testifying against 
their alleged abuser in open court 
received a favorable report from the 
Judiciary Committee recently. 

Rep. Susan Tucker (D-Andover) is 
a key sponsor of the ‘‘Hearsay Bill,”’ 
which allows certain out-of-court 
statements made by children under 
the age of 10 to be used as evidence 
in child abuse cases. Currently, if a 
child is unwilling or unable to testify 
against an adult in court, the abuser 
often goes unpunished despite clear 
signs of physical and/or sexual 
abuse.

These addresses, 283 South Main 
St., 202 Shawsheen Road, 189 And- 
over St. and 481 South Main St., re- 
ceived awards for exterior pres- 
ervation presented by John Sullivan, 
chairman of the Andover Historical 
Commission, and Gratia Mahony, 
president of the Andover Historical 
Society. 


These properties, four of the 22 
awards in the first annual preserva- 
tion awards, will be highlighted in 
this article. 


The address, 283 South Main St., 
an Italianate style farmhouse and 
barn, is recognized for exterior re- 


habilitation of the buildings with a 
sympathetic addition connecting the 
two original structures. The 1880 
Andover Assessors Valuation and 
Massachusetts Agricultural Census 


document Lilliam Hackett as operat- 
ing a 40-acre farm with two horses, 
four cows, four calves, two swine 
and 35 poultry. Production included 
25 tons of hay, 200 pounds of butter 
and 75 dozen eggs, 


A significant residence in the West 
Parish National Register Historic 
District, 202 Shawsheen Road dem- 
onstrates a faithful rendering of the 
three original paint colors in the ex- 


terior restoration, which allows us to 
see the imaginative massing and de- 
tail of the styles. This structure ex- 
hibits the 19th-century passion for 
mixing architectural styles, both the 
Queen Anne asymmetry and the 
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ups explain restoration 


This is 189 Andover St., which recently won an award for exterior preservation. 


Stick style, influenced by English 
tastemaker Charles Eastlake, are 
very unusual for West Andover. It 
was built around 1880 for Charles 
Abbey Holt, son of a prosperous 
long-time Andover farming family. 


One of the earliest surviving struc- 
tures in the Ballardvale National 
Register Historic District, 189 And- 


over St. represents a restoration of 
an orignal Ballardvale home and a 


sensitivity to its historic rural mill 
village neighborhood. Constructed in 
the Greek Revival style, this house 
was one of a dozen not owned by the 
Ballard Vale Manufacturing Compa- 
ny established in 1836. In the 19th 


century, several families resided on 
the upper stories and a small busi- 
hess occupied the ground level.

reconstruction and remodeling using 
20th-century materials that are sen- 
sitive to the style and period of the 
house. An appropriate color scheme 
was chosen. An 1885 town directory 
and 1890 Assessors Valuation show 
Elijah Buxton, a shoemaker, and Le- 
wis Buxton, a farmer, living in this 
Scotland District house. 

Other recipients of the first annual 
presentation awards will be dis- 
cussed in future articles. A photo- 
graphic exhibit is on view at 
Memorial Hall Library.

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Watch out for the 
buzz of mosquitoes

Everett Penney, Andover’s 
Health director, is warning 
residents that a wet spring has 
resulted in a large mosquito 
population this year, greatly 
increasing the chance of con- 
tracting eastern equine en- 
cephalitis, a virus carried by 
the insects. 

“The mosquito counts have 
been high, higher than they 
usually are,”’ said Mr. Penney. 

The state Department of 
Public Health issued an advi- 
sory earlier this spring that 
mosquitoes could be both plen- 
tiful and dangerous this sum- 
mer. 

“The summer of 1990 should 
be viewed as a time of poten- 
tial risk of eastern encephalitis 
(EE),” a letter to the Board of 
Health said. 

“We get a similar alert on 
this every year about this 
time, so it’s not unusual,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

But the wet weather has in- 
creased the danger this year, 
peroraing to the health direc- 
or. 


“T think that people should 
at least be conscious of the 
high prevelance of mosquitoes 
and take precautions to keep 
from being bitten,”’ he said. 

EE is a rare but serious ill- 
ness caused by a virus. The vi- 
rus grows in wild birds that 
live in fresh water swamps 
and is carried from one bird to 
another by a particular type of 
mosquito that does not bite 
people, But the virus is some- 
times picked up by mosquitoes 
that do bite people and horses, 
according to the DPH. 

The virus is carried by the 
adult mosquitoes, so July and 
August are the worst months 
for them. 

Massachusetts usually has 
cases of EE two or three years 
in a row, followed by several 
years with none. Two cases 
were confirmed in 1982, six in 
1983 and two in 1985, according 
to Mr. Penney. None were in 
Andover. 

Symptoms of EE are a high 
fever, stiff neck, headache and 
a lack of energy. Swelling of 
the brain is the most distinc- 
tive symptom. The disease 
gets worse rapidly, and many 
patients go into a coma within 
a week, according to the DPH. 

The disease is not contagious 
and can only be passed by the 
infected ;mosquitoes. Thére -is 


a vaccine for horses, but not

for humans. 

Three out of every 10 people 
in Massachusetts who get the 
disease die from it, according 
to the DPH. The only treat- 
ment is supportive care to re- 
duce the fevers and swelling in 
the brain and spinal cord. 

The geographic area at risk 
is within Route 495, according 
to the advisory. It asks that 
town administrators be ad- 
vised regarding the possible 
budget requirements for mos- 
quito control and health pro- 
tection. 

Spraying of pesticides is one 
way to reduce the risk of EE, 
but Mr. Penney said the Board 
of Health recognizes that 
spraying is not a very popular 
option among residents, nor is 
it necessarily all that effec- 
tive. 

“The Board of Health is, 
more or less, of the opinion 
that spraying is not that pro- 
ductive,’ Mr. Penney said. 

The town has not sprayed for 
mosquitoes since 1976, accord- 
ing to James Bamford, of the 
town forestry department. 
How to protect 

Here are some precautions a 
person can take against EE: 

¢ Wear insect repellant, 
long-sleeve shirts and long 
pants, especially at dawn and 
dusk when mosquitoes are 
most active. 

¢ Take care to cover arms 
and legs of children playing 
outdoors especially in areas 
with large fresh water 
swamps. Do not leave infants 
outdoors in uncovered car- 
riages or playpens. 

¢ Do not camp overnight 
near fresh water swamps. 

* Mosquitoes breed in stag- 
nant water, so do not let it col- 
lect near your home. Stagnant 
water can collect in ditches, 
clogged gutters, old tires, 
wheelbarrows and wading 
pools.

You have just finished a superb 
meal in a leading restaurant. As the 
obsequious waiter hovers at your 
right elbow and the wine steward 
smiles encouragingly on the left, you 
wonder nervously what to tip. 

The question of tips is a touchy 
one. On the one hand, too small a tip 
may create a scene at the worst. At 
the least there is the specter of an 
indignant server in your wake. 

If the service is inadequate and 
you don’t want to tip — don’t. Or 
leave a token tip. 


A tipping rule of thumb could be 
based on what kind of wages the 
server receives. If the person works 
only for tips — and some do — and 
the service was excellent, be gener- 
ous. 

Where a living wage is paid any- 
way, think in terms of how good the 
service was and tip accordingly.

The history of public eating serv- 
ices is probably as ancient as the Old 
Testament, which frequently refers 
to inns. 

“Restaurant” has its origin in the 
Latin root word, “restaurare,”’ 
which means “‘to restore.’”’ In the 
16th century, this Latin root word 
was applied to a spicy broth and 
called a “restorative beverage.’ 
Later it was applied to other “‘re- 
storative’’ foods, ially gravy, 
soups, bouillions and similar prepa- 
rations. 

The honor for creating the first 
“‘husinessmen’s lunch’ apparently 
belongs to a chap named Segius Lo- 
cates, a Roman innkeeper in 50 B.C. 
He devised the feature for ship bro- 
kers who were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the 
“medieval” history of the restau- 
rant industry began during the 
French Revolution in 1789, when hid- 
ing aristocrats were fed in secret by 
their servants. These rendezvous be- 
came known to other aristocrats 
who were willing to pay a small 
charge for well-cooked meals. 

In ancient times, there were 
places for public eating roughly sim-

ilar to our restaurants. When people 
began making their homes in one 
place and occasionally traveling 
away from home, yore orate 
them from nomads who had no 
homes, they needed a place to eat 
and sleep enroute. Thus, early res- 
taurants were usually in conjunction 
with sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteries of 
Europe served this function up to the 
17th century. Chaucer’s Canterbury 
pilgrims used to gather prior to their 
journeys to the shrine of St. Thomas 
A. Becket to dine and revel. They 
also held dinners there after they re- 
turned, at which time the best teller 
of stories during the plgomace was 
rewarded with a free meal and 
feted. This was the idea of the inn 
host, Barry Baileu, who went along 
on the bak had judge the best tales. 

In England, commoners had pa- 
tronized eating places called ‘‘ordi- 
nary” as far back as 1577. These 
were taverns that served only at 
specified mealtimes, usually be- 
tween one and four o’clock. 

A noted ordinary frequented by lit- 
erary figures in the 17th century was

Better safe 
than sorry 


Lowell Street resident Bryan Car- 
mody could very well be right. 
“Somebody’s going to get killed,”’ 
he said. He was referring to the tra- 
ffic situation at Penguin Park, the 
new tot lot located on Route 133 and 
Iceland Road. 

Trouble is, closing a beautiful, 
challenging, needed playground 
that a group of energetic and well 
meaning volunteers put together is 
tantamount to saying Golden Re- 
trievers should be banned from this 
country. 

No one wants to be dramatic. No 
one wants to spoil the fun and 
growth of toddlers. No one wants to 
tell the Penguin Park Steering Com- 
mittee members they’ve created a 
monster. No one wants to tell the 
Board of Selectmen, the planning 
department or the Planning Board 
they missed the boat. 

But if a child or an adult, or some- 
one in a vehicle is killed, or even 
badly injured at the Penguin Park 
site, we will all wish the park had 
been closed while the town worked 
out the problem. 

All you have to do is see the video 
taken of a recent car accident at the 
site to know Bryan Carmody could 
be right. With the number of pedes- 
trians and with traffic on Route 133, 
as well as the curiosity factor of a 
good-looking park with scores of 
children and adults, there’s bound 
to be an accident — many acci- 
dents. 

There is not time to look for 
blame. And blame is not important, 
save using the mistakes of the park 
on the next project that runs quickly 
by town officials and boards. 

This is the time to make sure pe- 
destrians and those who drive near 
Penguin Park, as well as those us- 
ing it remain safe. That is an impos- 
sible charge, given the current 
ingredients. 

Officials should close Penguin 
Park during this study period. It’s 
the safe thing to do. Better safe than 
Sorry.

At Town Meeting, 
Article 61, sale of 
water to North 
Reading, was 
passed. I was wait- 
ing to speak but, 
stupidly, too late; 
debate was stopped 
and the question 
voted. Because And- 
over uses over 50 
percent Merrimack 
River water, I think 
the town made a se- 
rious mistake. So 
here are my points 
— after the fact, un- 
fortunately. 

We are setting a 
bad precedent. This 
is an out-of-basin 
transfer — from the 
Merrimack River 
watershed into the 
Ipwswich River wa- 
tershed. As the New 
England region 
wrestles with in- 
creasing water 
shortages, an out-of- 
basin transfer re- 
quires special state 
permission. When 
Boston asks again 
for a diversion of 
the Merrimack just 
upstream from 
Lowell (which will 
affect river flow 
and is a huge out-of- 
basin transfer) we 
won’t have a leg to 
stand on to object. 
Boston’s plan is 
completely de- 
signed but is on hold 
right now because 
of out-of-basin ques- 
tions and insistance 
that Boston institute 
water conservation 
measures’ before 
even asking for it. 
All this can change 
at any minute be- 
cause the Boston 
plan is still alive. 

Also, fast-growing 
New Hampshire

“Tf I’m not fighting a car I’m 
fighting the ice cream man,” Mr. 
Efinger said. 

He donated water and electricity 
to help build the park, but never 
dreamed it would be as big as it is. 

~  “T had no idea it was going to be 
built for 150 people,’ Mr. Efinger 
said. 

The neighbors have read the mar-

Selectman William Downs pointed 
out that the town is ‘‘under a great 
liability” regarding the traffic and 
safety issues at Penguin Park and 
that a speedy resolution would be 
best for all concerned.
